When Times Roman fin- 
ished second to Su Ka Wa in the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes at Churchill Downs. 
with Roman Line among the unplaced. we 
gave him not only Roman Line’s dam. 
but Roman Line’s owner. T. A. Grissom. 
(The Blood-Horse, November 18. page 
1282). Times Roman is out of Lewis J. 
Tutt’s good mare Jenjay. by Brookfield. 
and is owned by the Fourth Estate Stable. 
which bought him at Keeneland last year 
for $31.000. Roman Line. of course. is out 
of Lurline B. To the Fourth Estate Stable. 
Times Roman presumably is a type face 
used by the Times.

King Farm’s Crimson Satan returned to the winner’s circle after the Pimlico 
Futurity. Two weeks earlier the trio had accounted for the Garden State Stakes.

BaLtimMorRE. For week before the 
Pimlico Futurity. officials of the track 
campaigned on a pair of fronts. pitching 
to the public and to the Turf writers 
who vote in season-end_ polls. 

The message to the bettors was that 
all 6 of Crimson Satan’s opponents had 
a chance to spring an upset. The advance 
betting line. issued 3 days before the 
race. made the Garden State and Haw- 
thorne Juvenile winner 8 to 5. In_ the 
pari-mutuels Crimson Satan was 3 to 10. 
and he won like it. 

Pimlico also got) special dispensation 
from the Triangle Publications. whieh 
agreed to delay its vote on the season's 
best 2-vear-old until after the Futurity. 
Four years ago. Claiborne farm's Nadir 
had won the poll. taken before Pimlico’s 
big juvenile race in which Maine Chance 
Farm's Jewel's Reward was the winner. 
establishing an earning record for a single 
season by a 2-year-old. Pimlico wanted 
to assure Crimson Satan and itself of at 
least an even shake this time.

Sherluck. with victories in 
the 115-mile Belmont Stakes and 15¢-mile 
Lawrence Realization. had proved super- 
ior to other 3-year-olds at the longer 
distances. but on November 18. when he 
left his own division to engage older 
horses in the 15.-mile Gallant Fox Handi- 
cap. he was found wanting.

on June 28. On the only occasion when 
he was asked to carry more than 120 
pounds. he was a close fourth to Hills.

In 301 days this year the state’s 7 race 
tracks—5 in the Chicago area and 2 
downstate—accommodated 3.079.150 pa- 
trons, daily average 10.229. and handled 
$225.774.920 in wagers. daily average 
$750.082. The daily average attendance 
in 1960 was 9.456. and the daily average 
pari-mutuel handle was $710,296.

Miller said the sport’s gain in Illinois 
was instgnificant.

Frank D. Fiore 


Frank D. Fiore, sportsman, businessmay 
and civic leader, died in the Hahnemann 
Hospital in Philadelphia on November 10, 

Mr. Fiore. who was 66, had gone to the 
hospital 2 weeks before for observation, 
Death came from a heart attack. 

Active in the Atlantic City Race Course 
since it was organized. he was chairman 
of the board of directors for the past 5 
years. He was chairman of the Atlantic 
City Housing Authority and vice presi. 
dent of the Hammonton Investment and 
Mortgage Corporation. 

Mr. Fiore was for many years owner- 
operator of the Penn-Atlantic Hotel here, 
now owned and operated by his brother 
Michael. During his years as a hotelman 
he served as a member of the board of 
directors of the Atlantic City Hotel As 
sociation. 

Mr. Fiore was a delegate to the last 3 
Republican national conventions. 

A native of Philadelphia. Mr. Fiore 
came to the resort city at an early age. 
He married the former Cecelia Georgetti 


and together they supervised the building | 


of the Penn-Atlantic Hotel. He took an 
active part in the movement to legalize 
horse racing in New Jersey. and when 


racing was legalized. he helped organize | 


a group to construct a track there. When 
the Atlantic City Racing Association was 
organized. he served as first vice presi- 
dent. later as chairman of the board. 

He is survived by his wife, Cecelia: a 
daughter. Mrs. Caroline Abate, of Mar- 
gate: 3 brothers. Michael, Robert. and 
Henry. all of Atlantic City: and by 2 
grandchildren.

He Wipes His Lenses 
With Dollar Bills 


New York. Don Fair. of Council Bluffs. 
lowa. once a place for Indian pow-wows. 
is the chieftain among chart-callers in 
Thoroughbred horse racing. In 35 years 
he has called more than 66.000 races. His 
exceptional acuity has been known for 
years to readers of the Daily Racing Form 
and Morning Telegraph. Fair now works 


the 220-day New York circuit and the 
87-day Fair Grounds meeting in New 
Orleans. 


As a chart-caller. Fair must detail posi- 
tion of horses at various stages of the 
race and sum up the performance of the 
horses. including anything unusual that 
transpires from the time the horse walks 
on the track. In the longer races Fair 
calls the order of running and intervals 7 
times to his assistant. Howard Scharman. 
a former trainer. When there is a large 
field. Fair makes the first call in reverse. 
going from the last horse to the first, be- 
cause he finds it easier. On the next call 
he starts with the lead horse. 

Among the 21 Kentucky Derbys Fair 
saw and charted was the 1941 running. 
Of Whirlaway’s victory he says. “The way 
he cut the field down in the stretch was 
one of the most memorable sights in my 
life.” 

In the 1957 Derby, Fair saw and _ re- 
corded an incident which happened too 
quickly for eyes less well trained in 
watching races. *Gallant Man and Iron 
Liege were in a head-and-head stretch 
drive at the 16th pole. with *Gallant Man 
taking the lead. when Bill Shoemaker 
suddenly stood up in the irons. as if the 
race were over, then quickly settled down 
to ride again. Most of the observers who 
saw it at all thought *Gallant Man had 
bobbled. But Fair had Shoemaker 
start to pull up. and in his footnote he 
reported that the rider “misjudged the 
finish.” Motion pictures of the race veri- 
fied Fair's report. but for most observers 
the film had to be reduced to slow mo- 
tion before Shoemaker’s mistake could be 
seen. *Gallant Man lost the Derby by a 
nose,

Fair's footnotes sometimes nettle train- 
ers and owners. especially when he re- 
ports a horse as pulling up lame or sore. 
When Carry Back finished seventh in the 
1961 Belmont Stakes. the chart notes in- 
dicated that the horse pulled up sore. It 
was denied by trainer Jack Price. But 
the following day Carry Back was sore. 
Fair doesn’t worry about such disagree- 
ments. “I care only about the people who 
spend 50 cents for the paper everyday. 


These people are entitled to square 
shot.” 

Fair was then asked to compare jockeys 
of yesteryear and today. “Present-day 
don't | 


jocks compare with the old. 
timers.” he said. “They start them too 
quick now. When Clarence Davidson | 


brought Eddie Arearo to the races along | 


with Paul Keester, Paul caught on in. 
mediately and Eddie was just the second 
rider. He came pretty near chucking jy 
the towel then.” 

Fair rates Arcaro the best in’ America 
today and John Longden next. “!ddie and 
Johnny win with their 
heads than with physical power.” he said, 
Of the flock. Fair rates Braulio 
Baeza as the best prospect. 

“lve seen Baeza do things horses 
that I havent seen in 20 years. And as 
for Manny Yeaza, Vl say that he and 
Baeza can undress most of these Amer- 
ican riders today. They're hungry. those 
boys.” 

The lowan. who seems to have “total 
recall.” tells of a jockey who went to 
the penitentiary. “Ben Jones was riding 
Wendell Eads on a lot of his good horses. 
Well. this kid was doing tricks on some 
of Ben’s horses. It seemed very obvious 
to me. Finally it came to the attention of 
B. A. that his boy was holding his best 
horses. B. A. then asked me about the }oy 
and said why didn’t I tell him. Finally he 
took the boy off. and I said to him, ‘B. A. 
if you studied the footnotes. you 
could have discovered it for yourself.” 

Of Kelso. Fair says. “This gelding is 
perhaps the best I have ever seen. possibly 
better than Armed. think he can beat 
any horse today. In the paddock he is no! 
much to look at. but he has marvelous 
action. The fact that he is a gelding migh! 
account for his greatness: otherwise he 
might have been a rogue.” 

Before Fair thought of being a chatt- 
caller he was a fan. He was employed @& 
a civil engineer in the Department of In 
terior. He served in World War | with the 
Oth Infantry. 2nd Division. in 5 majo! 
offenses. He was discharged a_ battalion 
sergeant major. He started calling chart 
in 1926 at the old Tia Juana track in 
Mexico. making his own charts and sell: 
ing them privately. 

Fair has familiar 
racing colors that he spends less time 
rehearsing the field than most callers. He 
10x50 binoculars—and_ wipes the 
lenses with a dollar bill.

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Barry Whitehead

Miami. Barry Whitehead, Hialeah Park’s 
new racing secretary. is a short (5-8), 
stocky (210 pounds). handsome gentle- 
man with a remarkable family and a 
racing background which dates to Civil 
War days. 

He has held so many racing jobs since 
1934 that he can’t remember all of them. 
He does not believe in weight ceilings. 
feels that this year’s 2-year-old champion 
will not actually be determined unti! the 
Flamingo Stakes is run at Hialeah next 
March 3. and holds that being racing 
secretary at Hialeah is like falling on a 
feather pillow. 

“I've been secretary at places like Mex- 
ico City. where I've had to try and fill 
races with 183 horses—and not many of 
them fit to race. | can’t remember work- 
ing with so many horses available as we'll 
have here.” Tropical Park opens Florida’s 
126-day season November 23 with Hialeah 
opening January 17 Gulfstream 
March 5. 

Whitehead is employed year-round by 
Hialeah. and works as racing secretary at 
Del Mar. 

Whitehead. a constant smoker of out- 
sized cigars. has rented a home in Coral 
Gables so that his youngest son, David. 
14. can attend Coral Gables High School. 
which has an outstanding academic repu- 
tation. 

Barry's wife. Fritzi-Beth. and their old- 
est son. Peter. both were graduated from 
Stanford University magna cum laude 
with Phi Beta Kappa keys. David) may 
follow in the same pattern. “He’s a pretty 
bright boy.” Barry said. “He helped me 
with my handicaping at Del Mar last 
year. He’s more interested in horses than 
anyone else in the family. Peter is in the 


Army now. second lieutenant. and 
doesn’t care much about racing. Fritzi- 


Beth likes it. all right. but she isn’t an 
avid fan. She usually comes out on Sat- 
urdays.” 

The Whitehead racing tradition traces 
to Barry's illustrious grandfather. Samuel 
Whitehead. an owner of runners and 
trotters who imported pari-mutels from 
Paris in the 1870°s and patented a ticket- 
machine. He Samuel B. 
Whitehead and Company and was award- 


issuing owned 
ed the mutuels concession (auction pools) 
at most of the race tracks in the western 
United States. Samuel's brother James 
ran away from home to accompany him 
when he went west during the Gold Rush. 
and was almost for 
both. 

James. who had taken the last name of 
Howard. became the owner of a_ large 


success immediate 


ranch at the age of 17, and through his 
brother he became interested in horse 
racing. 

Samuel founded the Bay District Race 
Track in San Francisco in 1870; James 
became the racing secretary for the Wash- 
ington Park Jockey Club, and wrote con. 
ditions from 1882 to 1904. In his obituary 
he was called the “father of the American 
Derby.” 

Samuel Whitehead refused to permit 
his children to become involved with 
horse racing. “At the time racing was in 
a bad way.” Barry said. “It was closed 
up in most places. But Grandfather trans. 
ferred his interest to the grandchildren, 
he kept giving me his racing books and 
encouraged my enthusiasm for racing. | 
can’t remember a time when I wasn’t in- 
terested in racing.” 

Barry was born in 1910, in San Fran- 
cisco. and attended high school and col- 
lege there. He was graduated from. the 
University of San Franciso in 1932 with 


a degree in English. He started 
writing for racing magazines while in 


high school. and seriously considered be- 
coming a journalist. 

“It was a matter of fate that I didn't 
pursue writing.” he said. “I graduated 
in the midst of the depression and_ there 
wasn't any opportunity in journalism. Yet 
it was my writing that led to a career in 
racing. [| got into the tracks with press 
passes. and got to know everybody in the 
game. And I liked it. 


Seabiscuit was his favorite 
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“While | was going to college I ran 
one horse at Tanforan and bought a 
couple broodmares. If I could figure out 
how I financed those horses I'd be the 
world’s great financial genius today. 

“| never won a race with that horse. 
but later on I had one called Bastion who 
won all over the place. Matter of fact. 
he set a world record at Omaha for a 
mile and 54% yards—or some such 
distance.” 

Whitehead did not graduate magna cum 
laude (“but I've managed to convince my 
family that I'm smarter than they are”). 
because “I had so damn many activities. 
| got good marks, though.” 

His first business venture after gradu- 
ation was an engraving plant, catering to 
high school and college yearbooks. 

Then he became interested in the fight 
to bring racing back to California, getting 
deeply involved in the battle led by Bill 
Kyne (“Kyne gets most of the credit for 
legalizing racing in California—and_ he 
deserves it.”) and Henry Potter Russell. 

The group's fight ended successfully in 
1932. In 1933 Russell founded the power- 
ful California Breeders Association. and 
Whitehead was named its assistant secre- 
tary. 

The next year Kyne made Barry assist- 
ant publicity director at the newly con- 
structed Bay Meadows track: in 1935 
Whitehead began his career as a racing 
official. 

His first job was as patrol judge at 
Bay Meadows: later that year he became 
racing secretary at the Fresno fair meet- 
ing. For 15 years he served as racing 
secretary at virtually all northern Cali- 
fornia fair meetings. 

He was appointed assistant racing sec- 
retary at Santa Anita in 1935. at Del Mar 
in 1937. and at Hollywood in 1938. In 
1940 he became racing secretary at Gold- 
en Gate Fields. continuing in that post 
until 1959, 

He left Del Mar in 1937. when he had 
to choose between working as a steward 
there or as a the 
fairs. 


racing secretary at 


“When T have the choice. [| alwavs pre- 
fer to work as racing secretary.” 
He returned to Del Mar in 

racing secretary. and is still there. 
During the war. Whitehead served as a 

steward Arlington and Washington. 

and in 1943 he became the first: racing 


secretary the Hippodromo de las 
Americas in Mexico City. He spent one 
year there and ran into avery. old 
friend, 


“TL was having an awfully hard time 
filling races. and this fellow walks into 
my office and asks me if he can run a 
horse he just bought. 

“Task him if the horse is a Thorough- 
bred. and he says yes, he’s got the papers. 

“Where is the horse? On the freight 
car. There’s no telling how long it took 
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the car to get from the border to Mexico 
City—probably days and days. But, to 
show you how heartless racing secretaries 
can be, I told him he could run him the 
next day if he wanted to. And he wanted 
to all right. 

“The horse came right off the car and 
won, galloping. Won 4 in a row. And 
who was it? None other than Bastion. my 
old horse.” 

Whitehead became associated with 
Gene Mori Sr., owner of Hialeah, in 1948 
when Mori purchased Tanforan. White- 
head had been there as racing secretary. 
and he stayed on until Mori sold the track 
2 years ago. 

Barry dealt with weight ceilings. at 
Arlington and Washington in the late 50’s. 
when he was a member of the board of 
handicappers. 

“When Ben Lindheimer proposed the 
130 limit over a mile and 132 for a mile 
and under. [ liked it in principle. But 
it didn’t work very well in practice. It 


proved too much of a handicap in certain 
situations. It just didn’t fit.” 

Whitehead was circumspect in com- 
menting on Butazolidin—banned in Cali- 
fornia and newly prohibited in Florida. 
at the principal behest of Hialeah. 

“This doesn’t come within my province. 
but I will say I can see a good deal of 
argument on both sides. And I don’t 
think the 2 sides are arguing the same 
question at all.” 

The best horse he ever saw was Citation, 
with Seabiscuit a close-up second. His 
favorite horse, without question, was Sea- 
biscuit. 

“I weighted both of them. but I have a 
special affection for Seabiscuit. I saw 
him race in handicaps at 3. I saw him on 
the farm when everyone said he’d never 
run again, and then I saw him come back 
and win his last race. Charley Howard 
was a close friend of our family and 
that had something to do with it. too.”

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Whitehead finds it most difficult to 
evaluate this year’s 2-year-olds. 

“None of them have come up in my 
figures the way Crozier and Carry Back 
did a year ago. I’ve never had 2 horses 
«o close together—and I leaned a little 
toward Crozier. 

“What made him come apart? I'd say 
that Carry Back took something out of 
him. It was always a head. a nose, a neck 
—and always Carry Back’s in front. 

“This year so many good ones fell by 
the wayside—Sir Gaylord. Cyane, Jaipur. 
and. of course. Ridan. 

“Ridan hasnt gone more than fur- 
longs, but he'll get his chance right here 
next January. Obey handled Crimson 
Satan sprinting, but when they went a 
mile and a sixteenth Crimson Satan just 
played with him. 

“T think the 2-year-old champion will 
be decided next year, not this, in’ the 
Flamingo, when we get them all except 
Donut King going against each other at 
a mile and and an eighth. And I’m not 
giving up on getting Donut King. 

“Ridan’s potential is enormous. but he 
still has to prove it on the race track.” 

Whitehead refused to downgrade this 
year’s handicap division, which seems 
inordinately weak once beyond Kelso and 
T. V. Lark. 

“I realize Kelso was beating a lot of 
ex-claimers, but he did everything they 
asked of him and don’t forget that horses 
improve. They may be ex-claimers. but 
they're eligible to become stakes horses. 

“Remember Prove It? They sent him to 


} 


Caliente as a 2-year-old. . . . That’s where 
you send the second string. And he was 
on the bargain counter at Detroit. There 
was Hillsdale—and Seabiscuit, for that 
matter.” 

Whitehead succeeded Charles McLen- 
nan at Hialeah. He should prove as 
popular, though it won't be easy. 

“[ think racing at Hialeah is probably 
the best in the country.” Whitehead said. 
“[ just hope it is as good this year as it 
was last. During the time McLennan was 
here he did a tremendous job. 

“But I'm a_ professional, too. ve been 
places where | had 183 horses to work 
with. There are 3.500 here.” 

Barry’s system of handicaping is based 
on formula. 

“The idea is to bring horses together. 
not pick winners. You have to equalize 
their chances. 

“You have a tendency to get overen- 
thusiastic about a horse after he runs a 
big race. and tend to unduly underrate 
a horse who turns in a bad race. 

“I keep figures on every race, using a 
combination of speed and comparison 
handicaping. It is my conclusion there is 
no difference between comparison and 
speed handicaping. But in speed handi- 
caping, you must have the track variants. 

“In California I kept figures on every 
horse on the circuit. | don’t think 1 will 
he able to do that here. there are so 
many horses from so many different areas.

Manufacturers Searching Hert 


By Lou DeFichy 


New York. Manufacturers of safety 
helmets for jockeys are trying to improve 
upon the present design. They would like 
to provide better protection for the base 
of the skull and for the sensitive area of 
the temple. 

Jockeys now use the Caliente helmet. 
plastic and fiber glass with a shock- 
absorbing filler. It can withstand pressure 
up to 1.600 pounds per square inch. If 
purchased through the Jockey’s Guild. it 
retails for $27.50. 

Most exercise boys. however. wear the 
Miller helmet. which is made of Boltaron. 
a flexible. rubberized plastic. Also wide- 
ly used by harness drivers. it retails for 
$17. 

The Miller helmet has a small peak 
and a higher crown than the Caliente hel- 
met. and it is lined with shock-absorbing 
plastic foam. Nylon webbing provides a 
space between helmet and head. and helps 
absorb impact. 

The Miller manufacturers are experi- 
menting with another helmet. for use pri- 
marily by jockeys. and the company 
thinks it will be better. Jockey Mike Sor- 
rentino is wearing it at Aqueduct. The 
new helmet. which probably will retai! 
for the same price as the Caliente helmet. 
is made of Boltaron. It is lower than Mil- 
ler’s regular line. and in back the material 
is thicker. 

Sorrentino, 35. has been a jockey for 
16 years. He contends that the new Miller 
helmet is more flexible and neater than 
the Caliente helmet. 

“They have always had trouble with 
the fiber helmet.” he said. “because it 
would crack. This helmet has proved sat- 
isfactory in falls. But there are many pros 
and cons on the subject. One thing is 
certain: it is better than the old skull 
caps. 

“Neither the Caliente nor the Miller 
helmet offers protection to the temples. 
but this is because of the goggles we have 
to wear. | guess the engineers would have 
to redesign goggles to conform with a 
helmet that covers the exposed part of 
the temples. 

“I find the Miller helmet satisfactory. 
and | use it mornings when I work horses. 
I like it. Any way you turn a horse in 
this business, there is risk involved. 
Horses are running at top speed, and 
some hit 38 miles per hour. But I think 


that. when you are in a spill and a half. 
ton of horse rolls on you. you stand 
chance of having your skull bashed by the 
Caliente helmet. because it is not as fleyi- 
ble as the Miller.” 

Eddie Arcaro. president of the Jockey’: 
Guild. said. “We are always looking for 
improvement. given it lot of 
thought. I would say it’s up to technicians 
to devise a new protective helmet and 
publish their findings.” 

Bill Shoemaker agreed improvements 
were needed for protective headgear, He 
said the back of the neck and the tem- 
ples should be given more cover. “But, if 
the back of the helmet were isuceanll the 
jockey would have trouble bending his , 
head back. and if the sides were lowered { 
to cover the temples, the jockey would 
encounter trouble taking his goggles off.” 

Bert Thompson. regional director of 
the Jockey’s Guild. said he was studying 
3 new designs. but that the Miller helmet 
was not one of them. “The Miller helmet 
does not stand up and cracks in cold cli- 


mate. It is a cheap helmet produced to 
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Jockey Mike Sorrentino, modeling 4 
new Miller helmet, claims the helmet 
is “neater” and a little more flexible. 
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well quickly.” He was referring. of course. 
to the helmet now used by exercise boys. 

Miller spokesmen insist that their new 
helmet is rugged enough. They think it 
is an improvement over the Caliente hel- 
met. and will come into wide use. 

Thompson said he could not blame the 
Caliente helmet for the recent deaths. 
“It's been the greatest thing we sponsored 
in the history of the association. In addi- 
tion to experimenting with other helmets. 
were also experimenting on safety fac- 
tors like gooseneck rails and fences. We 
feel the plastic rail. which gives 6 to 8 
inches. will be widely used in years to 
come.” 

Dr. Kentaro Shimizu. a neurosurgeon. 
said he was favorably impressed by the 
Miller helmet. He especially liked its 
flexibility. “A suit of armor killed more 
knights than did swords.” he said. 

Dr. Alexander Kaye. Jockey’s Guild 
physician, said. “The Caliente helmet is 
as safe as anything around. However. 
there is one problem with all helmets: 
they do not cover the thin temple bone. 


Doug Ross, an exercise boy for owner-trainer Doug Davis, models the Caliente 
helmet. The Caliente helmet was the first on the market, and the Jockey’s Guild’s 
Bert Thompson claims that it offers more protection than the Miller helmet. 
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It should be protected. understand 
there is a study by helmet manufacturers 
to correct this. Since the Caliente helmet 
has been introduced. | know of no skull 
fractures that came as the result of a 
crushed helmet. | would say the present 
helmet is the best we’ve had so far.” 

The only question in anyone’s mind is 
this: are the Caliente and Miller helmets 
good enough? And can anyone make a 
better one? 

The use of safety helmets in other sports 
is so old that scarcely anyone can re- 
member the first one. but in racing the 
helmet did not come into general use 
until 5 years ago. when John S. Alessio. 
executive director of Caliente. spurred 
manufacturers to design a helmet for 
jockeys. The product. known in the trade 
as the Caliente helmet. was produced first 
by a firm in Hawthorne. Calif. Del Mar, 
in the summer of 1956, became the first 
U. S. track to insist that all riders use 
the helmet. The Caliente helmet. or a 
facsimile. today is required equipment at 
all of the nation’s race tracks.

The horse War Minstrel (1954, by War 
Relic—Song) was a handicap racer and 
was of the cash value of $25,000. Pursu- 
ant to nomjnation made by the owner 
and payment by him to the Arlington 
Park Jockey Club. Inc.. of a nominating 
fee of $50. War Minstrel was entered in 
a race. The race grounds included a dirt 
track and a grass or turf track. Under 
the terms imposed by the Jockey Club 
the race was required to be run on the 
turf course. 

War Minstrel was in a sound condition 
and was ridden by a jockey who was 
thoroughly competent in the riding of 
and who at all times exer- 
cised due care in managing the horse.

He then ran into a fence of stout 
woven wire which reached across the in- 
field from the inner edge of the turf 
track a distance of 600 feet. The fence 
had been erected by the Jockey Club on 
July 3 for the purpose of handling an

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The Penny Hasn't Dropped 


The Uniform Rules Committee of the 
National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners met at Keeneland in Oc- 
tober and heard discussion of numerous 
suggestions whose authors thought they 
merited recommendation by the NASRC. 
Some of the suggestions gained approval. 
in tentative form, at least. Others were 
disapproved. tabled, or held to be outside 
the province of the committee. All the 
questions on the agenda had been opened 
for debate, except that an item concerning 
prohibited drugs and the 48-hour rule 
was passed over without comment. 

When the meeting was over. we said 
a cordial goodbye to Thaddeus Bruno. 
NASRC president. who had come from 
Oregon to sit with the committee. He 
asked, just as cordially, if the proceedings 
had been “democratic enough.” referring 
obliquely to some of our earlier comments 
in these pages. We said we had questioned 
the fairness of the NASRC on only one 
point, its treatment of the issue of medi- 
cation, and more specifically, Butazolidin, 
at the annual convention at Toronto in 
June of this year. 


At Saratoga in August we missed the 
point of a story and looked sad when 
everybody else laughed. The story was 
reconstructed for our benefit. and we 
laughed at the story while the others 
laughed at us. 

“The penny 
Robin Scully. 

The funny story has been forgotten. 
The occasion is remembered only because 
of Scully’s summary of it. He was using 
2 British expression. derived from the 
telephone, of course. indicating that the 
message finally got through. 

Since the meeting at Toronto in June 
we have been trying to communicate a 
message to racing commissioners and the 
NASRC, It is a rather simple message. 
But the penny, hasn’t dropped. So we try 
once more. This time we go step by step. 

1. At the Toronto convention Dr. John 
E. Martin. director of the Racing Chem- 
istry Research Center at the University of 
Pennsylvania. presented a “progress re- 
port” on an investigation of the drug 
phenylbutazone. marketed as Butazolidin. 
He reported that one horse died after 
having been given 5 doses of 16 grams 
each in a period of 8 days. and that an- 
other was destroyed after getting 8-gram 
doses to a total of 80 grams over a period 
of 13 days. He drew a conclusion which 
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finally dropped.” said 


had less relevance to the evidence than 
to the convictions of directors of the 
Racing Chemistry Research Fund: “. . . 
there is a good possibility that the drug 
tends to accumulate in the body. Thus. 
even repeated small doses might eventual- 
ly lead to toxic levels... .” 

2. In The Blood-Horse of June 24 we 
objected to the NASRC’s procedure in 
allowing its open forum to be used to 
misrepresent or obscure an issue through 
presentation of irrelevant evidence and 
limitation of debate. “The forum itself is 
no longer useful, since the speakers from 
other organizations exert no perceptible 
influence on the audience. It performs an 
actual disservice if employed to misrepre- 
sent an issue to the public.” 

3. From the secretary (The Blood- 
Horse, July 1) and the president (July 
22) of the NASRC came letters saying, in 
effect. that the forum would remain open. 
that the organization welcomed construc- 
tive comment. There was no effort in 
either letter to explain how the forum 
came to be used to condemn a drug by 
inferential, incomplete. and irrelevant evi- 
dence. 

4. In the issue of October 7 we said 
there was nothing wrong with Dr. Mar- 
tin’s report to the NASRC, “except that 
the Racing Chemistry Research Fund had 
it presented out of context. in an appar- 
ent attempt to provide commissioners with 
justification for maintaining that phenyl- 
butazone was dangerous. deadly. and de- 
testable.” Also that we looked forward to 
hearing the remainder of the report. 

5. Walter H. Donovan, chairman of the 
Racing Chemistry Research Fund. wrote 
to say that our statement was not only 


unfair, but wholly inaccurate. He then 
set forth “the facts concerning Dr. Mar. 
tin’s report” and the protocol, or outline, 
of the experiment. A page in the issue of 
October 21 was given over to Mr. Dono. 
van’s letter and the appended protocol. 


We are grateful for Walter Donovan's 
communication, and sorry that we had to 
use strong language to provoke it. We 
return to the question here only because 
the issue we raised has been avoided com- 
pletely. There has been no attempt to 
justify the presentation, outside the con- 
text of the full study. of the irrelevant 
evidence concerning lethal dosages. The 
protocol for the experiment made no spe- 
cific reference to toxicity or limits of 
tolerance. It did say: “One object will 
be to determine the effect of the drug on 
racing performance of the horse.” 

The 196] convention is water over the 
dam. There is no reason to seek out indi- 
viduals to blame for what happened at 
Toronto. There is every reason for the 
NASRC to guard against any similar 
abuse. in the name of science, in its future 
forums. There now stands a full obliga 
tion to present the remainder of Dr. Mar- 
tin’s report in committee meetings and on 
the floor at the next annual meeting of 
the NASRC. 

Thus far. no responsible representative 
of the NASRC has accepted. rejected, or 
even acknowledged. for the record, our 
contention that Dr. Martin’s report on 
lethal dosages was not pertinent to evalu- 
ation of the drug in therapeutic dosages; 
that its presentation out of context was 
contrived to set a false impression before 
the public: and that the integrity of the 
NASRC open forum was rendered 
pect by emphasis on lethal dosages and 
by limitation of comment from the floor. 
We may add that neither Mr. Donovan nor 
the NASRC has stated that Dr. Martin’s 
study was completed or that it will be 
presented at the next convention. 

The issue we raised had to do, not with 
phenylbutazone per se, but with propriety 
in procedure. especially in the uses of 
scientific information. The program for 
the annual meeting of the NASRC in Los 
Angeles March 4-8 is now in the making. 
When announcement is made that Dr. 
John E. Martin will present the com- 
pleted study on Butazolidin. we shall 
have some evidence that the penny has 
finally dropped.
